livelihood equally desirable. 
It is a 


mistake, too, to suppose that intelligent 
men who are not obliged, to labor manu- 
ally look down ou those who are com- 
pelled to do so. 
Keaiion tells us that, 


they should not, and expetienee that 
they do not do so. 
Only snobs are so 


silly, and it shows a little false shame 
on the part of working men to believe 
it otherwise. 


Prof. Hilgard is himself one of

He is not afraid to clear 


away rubbish or to make an honest 
statement because demagogues may 
lie in wait to prevent it. He would 
secure the best results not by patent 
processes, nor by means which 
quacks and charlatans recommend, 
but rather by such as have been 
thoroughly tested and approved.

Bed Cloud made the first 
speech. He said his people were willing 
to give up the Black Hills country; also 
have hi& young men take a journey 
to see the country spoken of by the 
Commissioners (the Indian Territory,) 
and if they report it as a good country, 
his people 'will so consiclt-rl.it, 
Quiet 


Bear said: When the young men got 
back from that country, the Indians 
would want to go to Washington with 
their Agents, Chiefs and interpreters to 
have a talk with the Great Father before 
giving this country up. 


Sitting Bull said: 
I have got judg- 


ment against the Agent. If he issues 
rations every ten days, it is all right; 
but if he don't, I will go north. 


Young-man-afraid said : Hy father 


shook hands wifh the Great Father on 
ths Piatte river, and was told this 
country 
belonged to 
Dacota. 
I 


was brougbt up in this country to 
be a chief. The soldiers had no con- 
cern in this country. Since I have been 
here I have tried to do right. I wish to 
tell you pliinly I have been ashamed 
ever since the soldiers came here and 
sat down. I wish yon, my friends, who 
have brains and hearts to tell my Great 
Father what my opinion is, and whut I 
have said. I agree to the young men 
going on the journey, hut we are going 
to ask of the Great Father a great many 
thing!!. We expect to have feed and 
blankets as iong as we live. The Great 
Father has not lived up to his promises 
in the past.

EDUCATIONAL CONVENTION. 


Vary Serious CK«rc«s Against the 


Stuie Board- 


Tlio teachers generally have uot 


enthusiastically responded to the 
call fora State teachers' convention. 
The attendance yeiterclny was less 
than that of the first day. 


The rules adopted by the State 


Board of Examination were discussed 
and severely condemned by Tovrle, 
of Vallejo, aud S\vett, of San Fran- 
cisco, and Mr. Anderson charged 
tho State Board with imbecility. His 
remarks aro ivorthy of record. 
He 


said he was in favor of requesting 
tho present Board to resign. 
He 


felt that he was unable, -with all his 
years of experience in teaching, to 
attain 80 per cent, on the questions 
given out to the third grade teachers. 
Some of onr best teachers are now 
rtiled out. 
He did not believe that 


some of the State Board coiild them- 
selves attain SO per cent, on the 
qnestions. 
We have twenty-three 


different subjects upon which teach- 
ers are examined in this State. 
Why, 


a teacher must bo a walking ency- 
clopedia to answer them. Tho ques- 
tions are sometimes so ambiguous 
that they have to be 
read over 


half 
a 'doxen times 
before thev 


can 
be 
understood. 
In 
some 


portions of the State the exam- 
iners 
themselves 
cannot 
under- 


stand them. The teachers are asked 
to give 
the various 
transforma- 


tions of llcas, inosqmtos, frogs and 
grasshoppers, and if they fail in one 
question, it places the teacher be- 
low 80 per cent, and if the teacher 
fails in two questions he is cut off 
altogether. 
The question, "Name 


the wild animals id this State," 
would rule out good teachers from 
the TCast, who were new comers to 
the State. He insinuated that the 
answers bad been peddled out by 
members of the State Board. 
In 


reply to a^nestionputbyHr. Swett, 
Mr." Anderson stated that he knew 
that 3500 had been paid, bvtt he re- 
fused to furnish the name of tho 
gentleman who did so. 


At the afternoon session Swett in- 


troduced the following resolution: 
"Resolved, That tho semi-barbarous 
custom of electing teachers annually 
onght to be abolished in all public 
schools that are continued during ten 
months in the year." The resolu- 
tion elected a great deal of discusion, 
during which it was openly charged 
that jobs had been put up to oust 
good teachers on account of their 
political opinions.
